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EXHIBITIONS: 


Lower Special Exhibition Gallery ; KUSHAN SCULPTURE: IMAGES FROM 
EARLY INDIA. One hundred and thirty sculptures from the formative 
period in the history of Indian art, the Kushan Dynasty (Ist-3rd/5th 
centuries), the time of the first appearance of the Buddha image in 
art. Opens November 13, 1985 through January 5, 1986. 

THREE EXHIBITIONS COMPLEMENTING KUSHAN SCULPTURE: IMAGES FROM EARLY INDIA . 
Classroom Level Exhibition Area : SACRED INDIA. An educational 

exhibition that presents and explains the imagery of the three major 
religious traditions of early India: Hinduism, Buddhism, and Jainism. 
Through January 12, 1986. 

Upper Special Exhibition Gallery : THE TWAIN SHALL MEET. More than 70 
works of art that show the mutual influence between East and West, 
especially along the fabled **Silk Routes" that linked the great 
empires of China and Rome. Through January 5, 1986. 

Textile' Corridor : NEEDLES, DYE -POTS, AND LOOMS: TEXTILE TRADITIONS IN 
INDIA. More than two dozen I4th- through 20th-century Indian garments 
and textiles selected from the Museum’s collection. To Spring 1986. 

Japanese Screen Gallery : SUIBOKUGA: JAPANESE INK PAINTING. About 20 
hanging scrolls, handscrolls, and screens from the Museum’s 
distinguished Oriental collections trace the development of ink 
painting in Japan from the Kamakura to Edo periods. Through Winter 1985. 

Prints and Drawings Galleries : THE GRAND TOUR. An exhibition of 90 
prints recalls the Grand Tours of Europe and the Near East made by 
Americans during the era of the great passenger steamships. Through 
February 2, 1986. 

Prints and Drawings Galleries : PRINTING IN COLOR. More than 100 prints 
trace the evolution of color printing, from its beginnings in early 
16th-century Germany and Italy to the present day. Through 
November 17, 1985. 

Gallery A : SCULPTURE FOR PUBLIC PLACES. Nearly two dozen 19th- and 
20th-century sculptural works including studies, reductions, and 
models make up this educational exhibition. Through November 17, 1985.
